Whilst the correspondent of the London Ties, writ- 
ing from pa incense City, in 1864—8, gives us ‘*Glimp- 
ses of the Future,” we, more wise, wat take a ‘“‘Peep 
into the Past’ where we shall find tcld by our historians 
that Governor Archdale having, in 1696, finished his 
negotiations in Carolina, PoRiAia to Britain.

At. the regular meeting of this Society, held on March 
Ist, 1561, the Silla setben preamble and resolutions were 
offered: A. few months since, this Society was assem- 
bled to render the last tribute of respect and affection 
to one of its most esteemed and useful members. A- 
gain, death has entered our circie, and stricken down a 
venerable father of the profession—the next senior 
member of our Society —Dr. Georae Logan—who de- 
parted this life in the City of New Orleans, on Wednes- 
day, the 13th ultimo, in the 84th year of his age 
Dr. Logan was a native of this City. and passe silica 
ly his whole life here. After completing his academic 
course, he commenced the study ef medicine in the of- 
fice of Dr. Tucker Harris, one of the founders of the 
Medical Society ; and after a thorough pr bationary 
course, he recety ved the-degree of Doctor of Molising. 
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and was graduated at the University of Pepnsvlvania 
in the spring of 1801. 

Soon after he returned to his native city and eon 
menced the practice of his profession, and obtai 
respectable share of the patronage and confide 
his fellow-citizens. He was elected a. member ee he 
Medical eas on Spat Ist, 1803. During the war 
of 1812 he rece sived the eommissi on of Post ote 
the Navy of the United Rtates, and was stationed in 
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this city, receiving wounded an: 
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vate hospital provi ‘ded for that purpose. The duties of 

this position he discharged with that humane devoti 
and skill which was peculiar to his character and feel- 

ings. He continued to hold the commission in the Na- 


| eqrantl the year 1829, when he pcs ad. 
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_ For several years he was elected by the Uity Council 
as Physician to several of the city I Instit utions, and for x. 


a period of forty-four years consecutively, he was the 
kind, benevolent, and esteemed Physician of the Orphan 
House. His unprecedented success as a practitioner 
of medicine in that institution is well remembered in 
this community. The blanduess of his manner, the 
parental, atfectionate intercourse with his patients, and 
more particularily with the inmates of the institu- 
tion, were peculiar and striking to observers, and is 
most eanenly and touchingly sketched by the hon- 
ored and yenerable Chairman of the institution, whose 
constant official connection with our departed friend 
for many years, is a faithful eulogy of his worth:
